Reported Interest of the Emperor 
In the Bible. 


REFORMS RECENTLY AUTHORIZED.

Considerable space in the annual re­ 
port of the American Bible society is 
devoted to the work of the society in 
China and to the process Christianity 
ie making in the Flowery Kingdom. 
The report on China is written by the 
Rev. Dr. John R. Hykes, general agent 
of the society, who tells some interest­ 
ing things about the emperor and his 
search after light. 
“ The wonderful revolution inaugu­ 
rated by the reform p arty,” says Dr 
Hykes, “ and the tragic check it re­ 
ceived in September last have attracted 
the attention of the world to China as 
perhaps never before. 
The spirit of re­ 
form was in the air. Reform clubs were 
organized in many of the provinces. 
The young emperor, in the seclusion of 
his palace, felt the influence of the 
movement, and in the beginning of the 
year he gathered abont him some of the 
best, most able and most progressive 
statesmen in the country to assist bim 
in reforming the empire. 
Following 
their advice, be issued a eeries of edicts 
which, no m atter what may be the final 
outcome of the reactionary movement, 
will immortalize him. 
“ Among the' reforms authorized by 
these imperial edicts were the abolish­ 
ing of the essay system of examination, 
the establishment of a university for 
the stndy of western science in Peking, 
the establishment of a board for the 
translation of books on western learn­ 
ing into Chinese, the establishment of 
a patent office, the abolishment of use­ 
less offices in both Peking and the prov 
in cee, the protection of Christianity, the 
sending abroad of young Manchus for 
stndy and the adoption of the reform 
paper as the official organ of the gov­ 
ernment. 
“ In addition to issuing these splendid 
edicts, the emperor went so far as to 
discuss with bis advisers the desirabil­ 
ity of adopting Christianity as the na­ 
tional religion. He spent much time in 
the daily stndy of the Bible, and it was 
no secret in the palace that he frequent­ 
ly retired to a quiet place to pray to the 
true God. 
When thus engaged, the 
eunuchs had strict orders that he must 
not be disturbed or interrupted. His a t­ 
titude toward Christianity is shown by 
the following interesting incident. 
He 
was asked by one of his statesmen, 
'‘W hat does your majesty think of the 
religion of the west?’ ‘W hat mean you 
by religion ?’ the emperor answered. 
‘There is no religion but that of God. 
If yon have any other religion, let me 
hear you explain it to m e .’ 
The em­ 
peror and some of the chief reformers 
were convinced of the truth of Chris­ 
tianity. and they were almost, if not 
altogether, persuaded to accept it. 
“ The bright hopes were crushed by 
the empress dowager, who, acting on 
the misrepresentations of ,the conserva­ 
tives, beheaded six of the reformers on 
Sept. 28 without trial, imprisoned some 
for life, cashiered others from the pub­ 
lic service, suppressed all newspapers, 
and by her manifestly antiprogressive 
policy created a bitter antiforeign feel­ 
ing all over the country, which has cul­ 
minated in massacres and rebellion. 
“ This is a cause of profound sorrow 
to all true friends of China, bat the im­ 
petus given to all kinds of reform and 
improvement cannot be staid. 
W hat 
T ’an Sz Tung, one of the noble m ar­ 
tyrs, said before he was executed was 
true. 
He said : ‘The first reformers in 
all lands are liable to suffer death. 
If 
my death will save my country, I do 
not regret it. 
For every head cut off 
this day a thousand men will arise to 
carry on the work of reform .’ ” 
Dr. Hykes then refers to the large 
order for 140 volumes which the em­ 
peror gave last year to T. J. N. Gatrell, 
in charge of the society’s affairs in 
Peking. Of the 140 hooks ordered from 
the imperial palace the agent was able 
to procure 129, which number included 
89 publications of the Society For the 
Diffusion of Christian and General 
Knowledge Among the Chinese, among 
them four sermons by Mr. Moody. 
Mr. Gatrell. in charge of the depos­ 
itory of the Iii hie society, confirms fully 
Dr. Hykes’ account of the purchase of 
Christian literature by the young em­ 
peror and adds that every day since 
the presentation to the empress dowager 
of the splendidly bound Bible in a casket 
of gold by the Christian women in 
China the book store has been visited 
by eunuchs and others holding official 
positions. The emperor was reported to 
have been especially delighted with an 
illustrated life of Christ, which he or­ 
dered to be bound in plush velvet and 
to be put in •» convaniant nlace in his 
library.

factor because they have been relying 
on the trenches to ovecrome the infer 
ionty of their fighting equipment and 
their poor m arksmanship 
They judged 
that our advances would be similar to 
those made by the Spanish in the past 
out have discovered with considerable 
surprise that their trenches are far from 
being impregnable 
They have found, 
too. that these defenses frequently be­ 
come death traps to the men who are 
trying to hold them ’ 
Death traps they certainly have been 
in many cases, for the American troops 
flank them, pouring down raking vol­ 
leys. which the Filipinos cannot stand 
General Hale knows this Colonel Fun­ 
ston knows it too, for he has plunged 
into rivers and crept across bridges that 
be might get a handful of hie men 
where they could see down the lines of 
earthworks. 
Almost invariably, when 
the Americans succeed in these efforts, 
the trenches are abandoned, the insnrg 
ents streaming out into the open unless 
they can reach the retreating trench 
There is one of these retreating trenches 
on the Bagbag river It is deep enough 
to hide a man. and leads from a pro 
tected intrenehm ent to the protection 
of the railroad grade.

Ow­ 
ing to the fine physical condition of 
most of the men this exhaustion is only 
temporary, recuperation under proper 
care being rapid, says the S t Louis 
Globe Democrat. 
The medical corps is providing the 
best of care for the soldiers who fall 
from heat, as well as those who fall 
from bullets 
When the Americans first 
occupied Manila, they found a couple 
of 
ice factories already established 
there Two more fine ice machines have 
been added to the facilities which al­ 
ready existed. 
The hospitals in Manila 
are supplied with all the ice necessary 
An ice machine has been taken to Iloilo 
a 1st), so that the troops there are equal 
ly well supplied iii this respect. 
A corps of Chinese litter bearers has 
been organized, and bas been rendering 
excellent service 
The litter bearers 
are always close up to the firing line, 
and as soon as one of the Americans 
falls wounded or from heat they are or­ 
dered up to carry him to the rear 
The 
litter bearers are nearly all usiug the 
bamboo litters, these having been found 
superior for the work to be done in the 
Philippines to the regular army litters 
The notion that more men are dying 
or being wrecked by the heat in the 
Philippines than by the Filipino bullets 
is ridiculed by the officers in the sur­ 
geon general’s office. Home detailed re­ 
ports dealing with the subject of sun­ 
strokes in the Philippines and the care 
taken of the victims are expected by 
the surgeon general's office by the next 
transport.

the Filipinos to term s than any other 
factor because they have been relying 
on the trenches to ovecrome the infer 
iority of their fighting equipm ent and 
their poor m arksm anship 
They judged 
that onr advances w ould be similar to 
those made by the Spanish in the past 
out have discovered w ith considerable 
surprise that their trenches are far from 
being impregnable 
They have found. 
too that these defenses frequently be­ 
come death traps to th e men who are 
trying to hold them 
Death traps they certainly have been 
in many cases, for the Am erican troops 
flank them. pouring dow n raking vol­ 
leys. which the Filipinos cannot stand 
General Hale know s this

The shelter trenches are good 
for temporary defense, but their loca­ 
tion was such that the Filipinos could 
Dot escape w ithout exposing themselves 
to our shots 
Behind them were open 
Helds, and our men m ight easily have 
■Lot them as they rau 
The trenches 
which the insurgents constructed with 
bead protection have such a limited 
raDge of tire th a t they are not danger 
one obstacles to A m erican soldiers Our 
men are better shots, aud being braver 
always sm other the tire of the Filipinos 
■attid en tly to advance upon the trenches 
without great loss of life 
The discov 
cry of this fact will do more to bring 
the Filipinos to term s than any other 
factor because they have been relying 
on the trenches to ovecrome the infer 
lority of their fighting equipm ent anc 
their poor m arksm anship 
They jndgec 
that our advances would be similar to 
those made by the Spanish in the past 
hut have discovered w ith considerable 
surprise that their trenches are far from 
being im pregnable 
They have found, 
too that these defenses frequently be 
come death traps to th e men who are 
trying to hold them 
Death traps they certainly have been 
in many cases, for the Am erican troops 
Hank them pouring dow n raking vol 
leys. which the Filipinos cannot stand 
General Hale knows this Colonel F u n ­ 
ston knows it too. for he has plunged 
into rivers aud crept across bridges that 
he might get a handful of his men 
where they could see down the lines of 
earthworks. 
Alm ost invariably, when 
the Americans succeed in these efforts 
the trenches are abandoned, the insnrg 
eats stream ing out into the open unless 
they can reach the retreatin g trench 
There is one of these retreatin g trenches 
en the Bagbag river 
It is deep enough 
to hide a man. aud leads from a pro 
toted intrenchm ent to the protection 
of the railroad grade.

The 
heat in the Philippines during the day 
is intense, and when to this heat is ad d ­ 
ed the smoke aud excitement of battle 
it is to be expected that many of the 
soldiers should become exhausted. Ow­ 
ing to the tine physical condition of 
most of the men this exhaustion is only 
temporary, recuperation nuder proper 
care being rapid, says the S t Louis 
Globe D em ocrat 
The medical corps is providing the 
best of care for the soldiers who fall 
from heat, as well as those who fall 
from bullets 
When the Americans first 
occupied Manila, they found a couple 
of

established 
there Two more tine ice machines have 
been added to the facilities which a I 
ready existed. 
The hospitals in Manila 
are supplied w ith F i l l the ice necessary 
An ice machine bas been taken to Iloilo 
Ft Iso, so th at the troops there Fire equal 
ly well supplied in this respect 
A corps of Chinese litter bearers has 
been organized, and has been rendering 
excellent service 
The litter heitrers 
are always close up to the tiring line, 
and as soon as one of the Am ericans 
falls wounded or from heat they are or­ 
dered up to carry him to the rear 
The 
litter bearers are nearly all using the 
bamboo litters, these having been found 
superior for the work to be done in the 
Philippines to the regular arm y litters 
The notion that more men are dying 
or being wrecked by the heat in the 
Philippines than by the Filipino bullets 
is ridiculed by the officers in the su r­ 
geon general’s office. Home detailed re­ 
ports dealing w ith the subject of su n ­ 
strokes in the Philippines and the care 
taken of the v ictim s are expected by 
the surgeon general's office by the next 
transport.
